THE KELLOGG PACT IN THE LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS 


The Council of the League of Nations decided 
yesterday to appoint a committee to discover 
means of placing the Kellogg-Briand 
Peace 
Pact into the tex t of the League of Nations. 
W e are not surprised at this. 
The K ellogg-Briand pact is the expression 
of the sentiment of the nations as it is today. 
Article 12 of the League of Nations which pro­ 
vided that League members m ust wait three 
months after an arbitration report had been 
rendered on their difficulty before they could 
resort to war, was the sentiment of many of 
the nations at the time the League pact was 
framed. 
lf the Briand-K ellogg pact in its spirit, if 
not 
in 
its 
language, 
was embodied 
in 
the 
League of Nations text there would be no 
room for an admission that any kind of war 
between members of the League was ever legal 
or defensible. 
The conflict between the pro­ 
visions of the League pact and the Kellogg 
pact were seen by M r. Briand, it will be re­ 
called. in the famous correspondence between 
him and Secretary of State Kellogg. 
H e point­ 
ed out the difficulties that a League member 
might be under in being obligated by the League 
of Nations to take certain actions in respect to 
recalcitrant members which would am ount to 
war, and that this would be inconsistent with 
K ellogg’s proposal. 
It will be recalled that this produced for 
months an impasse, and it was actually an 
opponent of the League of N ations, Senator 
Borah, who finally pointed out the way to meet 
the difficulty. 
H e said that inasmuch as the 
recalcitrant or the one who had started hos­ 
tilities by that act alone had taken himself out 
of and relieved all from the im plications of the 
proposed peace pact, therefore, no further ob­ 
ligations of the other members bound them to 
the conditions respecting him, and it would re­ 
lease them from such obligations. 
Senator Borah was right. 
It was perfectly 
clear and no further question was raised con­ 
cerning it. 
It is well now that the reverse of 
this proposition is being emphasized so that the 
very danger of difficulty as Briand pointed out 
will be removed by the changing of Articles 12 
and 15, nnd the embodying in their place the 
essence of the Kellogg-Briand pact.

W e believe that this record is not news be­ 
cause we believe that most of the housewives 
in the U nited States are preparing meals for 
their families on a less per capita cost than 
twenty-five cents. 
If they w eren’t the family 
would be forced to go w ithout clothing and 
without 
shelter, 
saying nothing 
about 
coal, 
doctor bills and incidentals. 
More than 60 per cent of the homes of this 
country have less than $1300 income during the 
year. 
A t the rate of $25 a month for rent, 
$200 for clothes and $100 for the coal bill, 
doctor bill, amusements, etc., there would be 
only $700 left for food. 
W ith the average 
family of four, this would be $300 short of that 
which was so low that it was considered a news 
item. 
This particular item carried w ith it a menu 
on which meals for four could be prepared at 
that price for a year, but what would interest 
the m ultitude is to have some one plan meals 
that would be wholesome, adequate and ap­ 
petizing not on a $1030 for four, but on $650 
for four for the year. % 
Can it be done? 
W e believe it can, for we 
have come in contact with hundreds of “kids” 
whose apparent perfect health, robust consti­ 
tutions, and energy indicate that they have suf- 
ficent to eat and yet into whose homes we 
know there does not come an adequate income 
for the year to net any greater amount than 
the $650. 
Maybe some of the mothers in those 
homes could tell us how it is done. 
A message 
from them would be beneficial.

Ninety per 
cent 
of 
accidents are of mental 
origin, according to Dr. Harold S. Hulbert of the 
Department of Mental and Nervous Diseases, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
In an address before the National Safety Council, 
Dr. Hulbert explained that these accidents are the 
result not of insanity or mental incompetence, but 
of thoughtlessness or carelessness. 
This authority says that a person who is com­ 
fortable in mind and body, adjusted to his working 
and domestic life, and is not ill. perplexed, discon­ 
tented or fatigued stands but a small chance of be­ 
coming the causative factor in an accident. 
On the other hand, anger, fatigue, surprise and 
other such factors are the causes of many accidents, 
says Dr. Hulbert. 
We cannot, of course, cure such emotional dis­ 
turbances as anger and surprise, nor can we offset 
fatigue, but the public should 
understand 
these 
causes of accidents and guard against them. 
A 
worker who grows tired should become more care­ 
ful because of it. 
An automobile driver who is 
suffering from some «light illness should watch 
hie driving more carefully than when he is in 
good health. 
Once we manage to exert some con­ 
li 
* "m<’nlal bwart." our accident record 
will begin to decrease.

On Jan. 16, 1881. the first locomo­ 
tive built in America, the 
“Beet 
Friend," appeared on

City and was designed

Hall. 
The "Best Friend” had a vertical 
tubular boiler carried at one end 
of a horizontal platform or frame,

The West Point foundry built a 
second locomotive, the “De Witt 
Clinton,” in 1881, which was put at
